The color of the sky, at particular times,

A bright yellow 


sky in tbe evening indicates wind; a pak 
yellow, wet; a natural grey color constitutes 
a favorable sign in the evening, and an 
unfavorable one iu the morning. The clouds 
are again full of meaning in themselves.— 
If their forms are soft, undefined, and full 
feathery, the weather will be fine; if their 
edges aie hard, sharp and definite, it will 
be foul. 
Generally speaking, any 
deep 


unusual hues betoken wind ur rain ; while 
the more quiet aud delicate tints bespeak 
fair weather. 
These are simple maxiihs ; 


and yet not so simple but what the British 
Board of Trade has thought fit to publish
